TRIES TO KILL 
FRANCE’S RULER 


Two Shots Fired At Presi 
dent Fallieres. 


National Fete Marred 
Dastardly Attempt. 


Big Crowd Makes Effort To 
Lynch Assailant. 


MAN BELIEVED TO BE INSANE. 


Paris. July 14.—The national fete to¬ 
day was marred by a dastardly at 
(erupt on the life of President Fallleres 
by Loon Maine, a naval reservist of 
Havre, who. it is believed, is suffering 
from tiro mania of persecution. MufUe 
fired two shots at the President, but 
did not hit him. Malffe was at once 
placed under arrest. 

On account of the activity of the 
anti-militarists, who tried to organize 
demonstration against the army 
throughout France to-day. exceptional 
precautions were taken to safeguard 
President Fallleres. The attempt on 
his life occurred on Avenue Dcs 
Champs Elyseea, while the President 
was returning to the palace from Long 
Champs, whuro he had reviewed the 
garrison of Paris In the presence of 

290,000 enthusiastic people.

Crowds Cheer President. 


Premier Clemcnceau and M. Lanes, 
the President's secretary, were with 
the President in hb landau, which was 
escorted by a squadron of cuirassiers. 
The carriage had safely emerged from 
the Bois de Boulogne, where the antl- 
mffltariats had stationed thomseivee, 
with the intention of hooting the sol¬ 
diers, and was descending the board 
Champs Eiysees, amid the acclama¬ 
tions of the crowds thronglug the side 
walks, who were shouting "Vive Fal 
Meres;" “Vive I'armee,” when at the 
corner of Lesucur street Malffe, from 
the curb, fired two shots point blank 
at the President In quick succession. 

Miraculously, no one was hit.

Fallieres Cool. 


President Fallleres was cool and col¬ 
lected w hen the cortege stopped. The 
diplomat* who wer* following the Pres¬ 
ident’s landau alighted from their car¬ 
riages and hurried to the side of M. 
Fallleres. Finding that nobody had 
been injured, by the President’s orders, 
the cortege moved. In the meantime, 
two policemen seized Maille, who made 
no resistance, but the police with diffi¬ 
culty prevented the irate crow'ds from 
lynching the prisoner until a corJcn of 
reserves came up and conducted him 
th© station. There Maille refused 
to give any reason for his act, saying: 

The revelations I have are so grave 
and serious that I will only make them 
before a Magistrate for transmission 
to the Chief of State. It Is a matter 
-between the Government and me. I 

am the victim of many villainies.’’

It has Just been discovered that the 
final written report of the Franklin 
county grand Jury which investigated 
the assassination of th© late Gov. Wil¬ 
liam Goebel und returned indictments 
against W. S. Tuylor, acting Governor; 
Caleb Powers, acting Secretary of 
State; ex-Secrvtary of State Charles 
Finley, James Howard. Henry E. Yout- 
sey. Berry Howard. Harlan Whittaker, 
Richard Combs, John L. Powers. John 
Davis and others, is missing from th© 
Clerk's office of the Franklin Circuit 
Court. 

The report was mode after an ex¬ 
tended investigation lasting through 
the month of April, 1900. and was filed 
in open court. April 30 that year. 
Among other things it contained the 
grand jury*© repudiation of charges at 
that time being made in certain news¬ 
papers that the investigation made by 
the grand Jury and the officers of th© 
court waa unfair. For that reason and 
because thc-ro were several Republic¬ 
ans on the grand Jury the now missing 
report was an important document to 
the future historian. 

The discovery was made by Circuit 
Clerk Ben Marshall, who made search 
for the document on last Saturday. 
There is no olew as to what became of 

Section 1197, Kentucky Statutes, says:

minated In the State of Idaho becom¬ 
ing a party to an attempt to compass 
the death of the leaders of the Western 
Federation of Minors, whose secretary 
Is now on trial. 

Th© State of Idaho has produced 
Harry Orchard, who swears that ho Is 
the actual murderer of the eighteen 
men whose death Is not disputed. He 
swear* that ho waa employed by Will¬ 
iam D. Haywood. Charles H. Moyer, 
the president, and others of the West- 


counsel to devejop their cases Indirect. 

However, the situation is different 
and further delay would be an Injustice 
to the State, while the continued con¬ 
finement of the Jury w’ould Imperil the 
case. 

The most novel feature of the case is 
the confession of the witness. Wm. 
Dewey, who yesterday swore that he 
participated in the riots In the Coeur 
d'ARnes. when two men were killed. 
In making this confession Dewey laid 
himself open to arrest. Counsel for the 
State expressed the opinion that Dewey 
will not be prosecuted. 

Among the men now In Boise as wit¬ 
nesses for the defense Is W. A. Davis, 
who was indicted by the grand Jury of 
Shoshone county as a leader in tho 
same riot. He has been in the State 
of Idaho for thirty days and no effort 
has been made to act on the indictment. 
It is pointed out that the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan affair occurred eight years 
ago and that It might be extremely 
hard to make a charge of murder He. 
The county went to great expense at 
the time of the outbreak to prosecute 
those concerned. One man was con¬ 
victed, but afterward was pardoned, 
^om© ten or a dozen Indictments were 
found and it Is said that the names of 
more than 200 of the participants In the 
riot are known to the authorities and 
that many of them have been resi¬ 
dents of the State of Idaho since the 
occurrences.

EXPECTED THAT LINCOLN WILL 
REMOVE OTHER COUNTY 
OFFICERS. 

Judge Walter Lincoln, CrtunLy Judge, 
said yesterday afternoon that he* likely 
would make some of his appointments 
to-day. He would not state whether he 
had decided upon aU the appointments 
he Is to make. Judgp Lincoln has the 
appointing of a Coroner, County Clerk 
Sheriff Jailer, County Assessor and 
County Attorney. 

Among many the opinion prevails that 
Jailer John R. Pflanz will be allowed to 
retain his present position, but that all 
others ousted by the decision of the 
Court of Appeals will have to go. Ed¬ 
ward Waters has sprung Into the lime 
light- as the probable successor to Sher¬ 
iff Henry Bell. Mr. Waters, at present, 
is a deputy under Sheriff Bell. 

There Is said to be hardly a doubt 
that Robert Lee Page will be appointed 
County Attorney. He was the deputy 
under County Attorney Bingham, and 
since the latter’s appointment as May¬ 
or. Mr. Page has been acting as County 
Attorney. He asserted hi9 authority 
one week ago when he warned all the 
saloon men In the county, through the 
county patrolmen, that they must not 
sell liquor on Sunday. As a result the 
”lld” In the county was on tight, and 
the same condition existed yesterday. 
Mr. Page is sanguine of hls appoint¬ 
ment by Judge Lincoln. 

J. L. Lenihan, a deputy In the City 
Assessor's office, seems to be a winner 
In the race for the appointment of 
County Assessor.

•We usually expect big dockets after 
Christmas and the Fourth of July,'* 
said Bailiff Collins, “but the number of 
cases for to-morrow will break all pre¬ 
vious records.

The length of Judge Blftin*« 
sessions during the first week of hls 
judgeship have already become a mat¬ 
ter of note, modt of them continuing 
until 1 o'clock, the one on last Friday 
lasting until 3 o’clock without Intermis¬ 
sion. As it Is Judge Blaln’s intention 
not to in any way hurry a case if there 
Is any danger of haste interfering with 
the prisoner’s dtoances of a fair trial, 
to-day's session promises to be the 
lengthiest one that he has yet held and 
will not only make a record for the 
number of cases presented, but for the 
time consumed in finishing the session.

Expects Some Heavy Dockets. 


There is some record that years ago 
there were two larger sessions of Po¬ 
lice Court than the one of to-morrow 
promises to be*. On one occasion two 
negroes mimed Turner and Patterson 
murdtired a white woman. Jennie Bow¬ 
man. and a large proportion of the city r- 
population engaged in a riot In an effort 
to lynch them. The morning after there 
were more than 200 people presented 
in Police Court. 

The other occasion for the large 
docket was years ago when the lid 
was screwed down so tightly that even 
sex ions of churches are said to have 
been arrested for violating the Sunday 
law. At that time the docket was as¬ 
suming such gigantic proportions ih.t 
a called session of the court was held 
on Sunday to dispose of some of the 
cases.

With the strict 
enforcement of the law as it Is written 
and with no suspended sentences, the 
number of coses appearing In Police 
Court doily should in a short time be 
reduced to a minimum.

Finds Work Most Trying. 


Hearst’s Lieutenant Here Yesterday 
Just for Conference—One Goes 
West, the Other East. 


Max F. Ihmsen, who for several years 
has been the political manager of 
William Randolph Henrst, Is In I^ouls- 
l vllle, where he came to confer with 
Charles A. Walsh, former secretary of 
the National DemocrAtio Committee, In 
! regard to the organisation of the Inde- 
| pendence League In Kentucky. Mr. 

. Ihmsen arrived }n Louisville late Sat¬ 
urday night, and Is at ihe Old Inn. 

I He will return to Now York to-day, 

1 and Mr. Waldh will leave for the West. 

Mr. Ihmsen had little to say other 
I than that he was here to confer with 
Mr. Walsh in regard to the organiza¬ 
tion of the Independence League in 
Kentucky. He said while both of them 
thought the time was ripe for organiz¬ 
ing the league in Kentucky, yet nothing 
other than preliminary work had been 
done. Mr. Ihmsen and Mr. Walsh spent 
i yetUerduy afternoon viewing the sights 
I at the White City and retired early last 
night. It was intimated that Mr. 
Wulsh would return to Kentucky at an 
early date, when a nattemnt at actual 
organization would be made. 


“I intend to carry out my plan of put¬ 
ting the Police Court trials on a plane 
with those of the higher courts. If my 
health will permit. Of course one must 
realize what a strain it is to sit on 
the bench six or seven hours continu¬ 
ously without an intermission. I was 
greatly fatigued aft*r last week’s ses¬ 
sions, and found my time so occupied 
that I had no time to give to getting 
the new' arrangements which I have 
planned in the court room and the Po¬ 
lice (Jourt office under way. 

“It may be necessary. If the dockets 
continue large, which 1 do not think 
they will, to arrange for an intermis¬ 
sion In court during the noon hour. 
Another solution of the problem may 
be the establishing of two Police 
Courts, although I hardly think that 
necessary in a city no larger than 
Louisville.

Peace Without Warrants. 


It will be no fault of Chief Haager 
the detectives and police. If to-day’s 
docki-t Is not a. record-breaker. Chief 
Haager remained at police headquarters 
until 1:30 o'clock Sunday morning di¬ 
recting the vigorous campaign that is 
being waged against. vIco in ail Its 
forms. At 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
he was again In the field, and remained 
until noon. The evening again saw him 
on duty. He expressed it as hls opinion 
that It would only take a few more 
days to effect a oienn-up. 

He said that he had no Intention of 
working Judge Blain to death by pre¬ 
senting him with a record-breaking 
docket, and gave It as his belief that 
the dockets would be noticeably less¬ 
ened after the first visit of any prison¬ 
er In the Police Court of Judge Blain 
He Is of the opinion that the manner 
in which Police Court will be handled 
under Judge Blain will be a revelation 
and a warning to all law'-/breakers.

Some Other Long Sessions. 


During\hese “lid days” no place in 
Louisville presented a greater variety 
of attractions on Sunday than the 
levee. The long, dark strip of shade 
under the elevated railroad, together 
with the cool breeze from the river, 
makes this a favorite resort for hun¬ 
dreds of people, and every Sunday the 
stringers and braces of the trestle, 
forming convenient seats, are lined 
with a motley mass of humanity, rang¬ 
ing from the well-dressed and well- 
fed, to the ragged and hungry, and of 
all nationalities and colors. In fact, 
in no other place can it be so readily 
noticed that Louisville Is a great met¬ 
ropolitan city with her quota of cos¬ 
mopolites as on the levee when people 
a^e Idle. 

But listless loafing is not all that 
may be seen in this interesting spot. 
Beginning at First street and extend¬ 
ing to Seventh there is a continuous 
change of attractions, running through 
a variety of businesses and tfporLs and 
amusements, even to open-air sacred 
services. Early yesterday morning 
beautiful little "Dyler" Park was filled 
with children, dressed in their outing 
suits, romping on the lawns, swinging 
In the swings or lolling on the seats 
under the canvas canopies, while they 
watched the coming and the going 
steamers, thus unconsciously blessing 
the founder of this oasLs of health and 
comfort in a desert of squalor and 
heat. 

At the foot of Third avenue the ham¬ 
burger man was doing a thriving busi¬ 
ness with the hungry and thirsty 
longshoremen, while the inevitable pa¬ 
per boy was rushing hither and thither 
among the hundreds of people who 
were hurrying to the excursion steam¬ 
ers for a day’s outing on the river, 
where the wind blows fresh and cool 
and the streets are kept sprinkled on 
Sunday. Halfway between Third and 
Fourth avenues Brother Hemilnger, an 
old-time plantation darky, with head 
as white the cotton he had grow r n, 
preached eloquently and earnestly to 
a mixed congregation .of several hun¬ 
dred blacks and whites—men, women 
arul children. He mingled sermons and 
sacred songs and collections promiscu¬ 
ously with the hum of the electric t ars 
and the oaths of the steamboat mates 
In trying to prevail upon hls hearers 
to flee from the wrath to come, and 
as the Ud was on his remarks no doubt 
struck many tender spots In the bos¬ 
oms of hls audience. 

Nearer Fourth avenue a game of 
quoits raged at most interesting 
period, and the singing of the horse 
shoes, as they made their ' ringers.' 
chimed harmoniously with the songs 
of the parson and the shouts of the 
victors. At Fourth avenue and the 
levee two boys from a one-horse deliv¬ 
ery wagon sold soft ice cream In wool¬ 
en dishes as fast as they could wait 
on their customers, wiio continually 
called for more. 

A little farther on a group of levee 
fans earnestly played the Saturday 
League games all over again, accurate¬ 
ly pointing out w'here the results would 
have been different If such* and such 
plays had not been made. Still a little 
farther down a large crowd witnessed 
an old-fashioned game of marbles with 
as much Interest as was ever seen In 
the shade of the blacksmith shop at a 
country crossroads. 

Such is Sunday on the levee In

LABOR AGENT FATALLY HURT. 


Bristol, Tenn., July 14.—[Special.]— 
The Chattanooga-Washington vesti- 
buled train, east-bound on the Southern 
railway, was wrecked near Johnson 
City early to-night, colliding with a 
yard engine. The baggage car tele¬ 
scoped the forward coach, killing six 
negroes and injuring many other pas¬ 
sengers. Engineer Sam Bush, of the 
fast train, had an arm broken and one 
leg crushed and his fireman is sup¬ 
posed to lie under the wreck. 

It is believed many w’ere injured, as 
a special train was sent out from Bris¬ 
tol to-night to the scene of the col¬ 
lision, carrying physicians and nurses. 
The train was running thirty-five miles 
an hpur when It struck the engine.

Switch Engine Escapes. 


The switch engine was In charge of 
a hostler, who. when he saw the fast 
passenger train coming toward him, 
reversed his engine and jumped to saie- 
ty. Scarcely had he done so before 
the passenger crashed into the light 
engine with fearful force. * The engine 
of the passenger train, the baggage car 
and mall car and second-class coach 
were derailed and overturned, but the 
switch engine was not lifted from the 
rails, and with a full head of steam, 
started on a wild run, which was not 
ended until a switch was thrown for 
It and It was ditched at Carnegie.

Steel Car Saves Mail Men. 


The lives of the mall clerks were 
saved because of the fact that their 
car was of heavy steel construction. 
This heavy car, however, played havoc 
with the light second-class coach be¬ 
hind, which was entirely telescoped. 
The second-class coach was occupied by 
George Moore, white, a labor agent for 
the Virginia and Southwestern rail¬ 
road, who was conducting a party of 
twenty negroes from Atlanta to South 
Carolina. 

Moore was perhaps fatally injured, 
and of the negroes six were killed out¬ 
right and all the others maimed and 
Injured.

After a long Illness of stomach trou¬ 
ble, Cornelius J. Lone died at 1:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at the resi¬ 
dence of his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lane, 1216 Highland avenue.

Col. Will S. Hays, the veteran river 
editor otf the Courier-Jburnai, is 111 at 
his home on Fourth avenue, having 
suffered from an acute attack of verti¬ 
go yesterday morning while dressing 
in the bathroom of hls home. Dr. F. 
W. Samuels w’as called as soon as Col. 
Hays was found to be suffering, and 
he pronounced him seriously though 
not necessarily dangerously ill. Col. 
Hays suffered an attack of paralysis 
In the left side some time ago. but he 
recovered to such an extent that he 
could come to hls office daily and at¬ 
tend to the duties of his position. He 
wa-s at his office Saturday, apparently 
feeling well for one of hls years. 

Col. Hays has been falling In health 
for a year or more, but he showed 
wonderful pluok and energy all along, 
and was constantly at his post. Al¬ 
though he haa suffered great pain late¬ 
ly, he continued to manifest hls old- 
time pJo vial disposition, and la ways 
greeted hls friends with his accustom** 
smile of welcome. % 

Col. Hays will be seventy years old 
the nineteenth day of July. His fame 
as a writer of songs extends not only 
j throughout the United States, but 
I across the seas. He has all along 
'claimed the authorship of "Dixie.” As 
| a song writer he flourished over thirty 
I years ago. The young people with once 
| were charmed with the strains of 
“Motile Darling” have now grown old 
like Col. Hays. This was the most 
popular song that he over wrote. 

Since he w'as nineteen years of age 
he has been engaged in newspaper 
work. He has been river editor of the 
Courier-Jotirnal ever since it was 
founded. In hls early years he was 
connected with the Louisville Journal 
under the inanag-Ejnent of the noted 
editor, George D. Pren'tlce. He also 
worked on the old Louisville Democrat. 

On July 4 last Col. Hays and Mrs. 
Hays celebrated the forty-second anni¬ 
versary of their wedding. Ool. Hays 
loved the river so well that he in 
*\arllc<r years made trips to New Or¬ 
leans yearly. He was a favorite with 
the river men. Only a week or two ago 
he had hls license renewed at the in¬ 
spector's office here as master of steam 
vessels o-n all waters In the Middle 
West loading to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Col. Hoys said a few' days ago that 
he wanted to take a trip by boat to 
i Cincinnati, and for that reason ho had 
his master's lice nse renewed.

Twenty-five thousand dollars In pre¬ 
miums wlU be awarded during the 
Kentucky State Fair to be hcled in 
Louisville on the Douglas Park site 
September 16-2L Of this amount. $15,- 
000 Is npu propria ted by the General As¬ 
sembly of Kentucky, and the remaining 
$10,000 Is added by the State Board of 
Agriculture, under the auspices of 
which the Kentucky State Fair is 
held. 

In ail, there will be 2.689 awards, of 
an average of 448 awards a day for 
six days. 

Classifications and the number of 
award* to be made in each class fol¬ 
low: 

In Department A, horses, there are sev¬ 
enty-seven classes, and 226 awurds will be 
made. The classifications Include light 
harness, three undfive-galt saddlers, road¬ 
sters, combination harness and saddlers, 
American carriage, plantation saddlers, 
runabouts.

The 
American Saddle Horse Breeders' Asso¬ 
ciation offers a $100 cup. Other silver cups 
are offered by Col. W. J. Hogan, the Pow¬ 
hatan Stock Farm and Smyser Bros. 

Eleven classes are devoted to mules, in 
which tw r enty-nine awards will be made 
There are twelve chesses for Jack stock, 
and thirty awards will be made. These 
Include a $50 cup offered by W. T. Hayes, 
of Bloomfield. 

Four hundred and seven awards cover 
the beef catile department, which Is 161 
claises. divided among Shorthorns.

CLAIM SHAVERS SHAKY ABOUT 

ADVANCING ANY MORE MONEY NOW. 


Employes of City In Hard Lines On Account of Hold Up of 

June Salaries. 


f Claim shavers aro “leary” about ad¬ 
vancing money to city employes at the 
present time. As a result many mem¬ 
bers of the Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ments and others am in a quandary. 
Due to the fact that at present there is 
no General Council, employes of the 
city have not yet received their pay for 
the month of June, it being hecessary 
for the Genera! Council to approve the 
pay-rolls beforo any money can be 
paid out. The claim shavers, it is said, 
are holding back for fear the new 
Council will frown upon their claims 
against the city employes and refuse 
to allow them. For that reason they 
aro not willing to take a chance on 
advancing money to city employes for 
tear they will bo unable to Collect 
Vhen the claims against the city are 
finally allowed. 

Those who arc willing to take a 
chance are charging an excessive rate 
. of Interest, In some instances double 
that whfch they usually charge. For 
this reason even those city employes 
who might gr«*t an advance on their 
salaries are holding off, as they do not 
care to pay the rate of interest demand, 
ed of them. The grocer, property own¬ 


er and others who extend credit to 
members of the Police and Fire De¬ 
partments and other city employes, are 
suffering as a result of present con¬ 
ditions. While they have little doubt 
but what they will get their money 
when the city employes are finally paid, 
the small business man who Is carry¬ 
ing a number of the city employes Is 
Is having a struggle to keep his head 
above water until pay-day mils around. 

In many instances members of the 
Pollco and Fire Departments have been 
reduced to the necessity of borrowing 
nickels and dimes from acquaintances 
in order to supply themselves with to¬ 
bacco and to meet other incidental ex¬ 
penses. Never before In the history of 
the cltr has there been a like situation. 
It Is said, and complaints are numerous 
and bitter. 

Already there are hundreds of claims 
against the city held by claim shavers 
who advanced money to city employes 
on June salaries. There are many em¬ 
ployes of the city who, by reason of 
past sickness In the family or other 
causes, have fallen behind and have 
been living from month to month on 
money advanced by claim shavers, 
never having been able to get even. 
These are In fearful straits financially 
at the present time, and it requires 
considerable skirmishing on their part 
to even exist.

AS ANY WORKMAN IN KINGDOM 


Mere Changing of Clothing Constitutes Great Physical 
Effort For Man of His Age. 


Ixmdoo. July 14—The programme of 
gotlvltc*# which King Edward Is under¬ 
going ihte summer marks him as one of 
the busiest and most hard-working 
jooiiarchs of his time. The German 
Emperor has a popular reputation for 
activity, and President Roosevelt's 
name Is linked with "the strenuous 
life,** but when it is considered how 
much older the King of England Is than 
his compeers ho may challenge compari¬ 
son with either. The visit to Ireland 
last week was the lost chapter in the 
King's work before an August vacation 
ut Marlenbad and concluded a strenu¬ 
ous summer. 

This week the King goes to New¬ 
market for racing, and after that the 
Goodwood races and Cowes regatta will 
fill the time before the departure to 
Marlenbad. While abroad the King will 
meet the Emperor of Austria. In Sep¬ 
tember the German Emperor visits 
King Edward, while the court is In resi¬ 
dence at Windsor. This will mean much 


entertaining, reviewing of troops and 
formalities, but the recent announce¬ 
ment has failed to excite any satis¬ 
factory enthusiasm in this country. 

During the two months since the 
King returned from his Journey to the 
continent and the Mediterranean his 
majesty hits led a remarkably busy life, 
devoting his time to official functions, 
to society and to race meetings. Within 
two months he has officiated at three 
levels, which required considerable 
stamina, and received numerous offi¬ 
cials an-d disposed of quantities of rou¬ 
tine work. The amount of traveling 
and the change of uniforms nnd civilian 
suits Involved constitute alone a con¬ 
siderable physical effort for a man of 
sixty-six years. There was much sigh¬ 
ing in society during the years of 
Queen Victoria’s widowhood for the 
splendors of court life. King Edward 
Is giving the court and the country n 
memorable social reign, apart from his 
activities as a diplomat.

RAPID GROWTH MADE 

BY COTTON LAST WEEK. 


High Temperatures and Showers 
Very Beneficial to 
Plants. 


Memphis. Tenn., July 14.—The Com¬ 
mercial-Appeal to-morrow will publish 
the following cotton review; 

High temperatures and showers were 
very beneficial to cotton, which made 
rapid growth during the week. The most 
favorable reports of the season are now 
received from practically the entire ootton 
belt There are some reports of recovery 
of time lost earlier in the season, but over 
tho bolt as a whole the crop is still late 
and the plant small. The “laying by” cul¬ 
tivation will be given much later than 
usual because of the small size of the 
plonL 

Oklahoma and Texas report slower cul¬ 
tivation than elsewhere, largely because 
of labor scarcity and partly because the 
rainfall during the week was heaviest in 
these States. Tho eastern section of the 
belt is In excellent condition, the only 
drawback 1*4ng the lateness of the crop 
There the c»op will be finished In an un¬ 
usually clean condition as regards cultiva¬ 
tion. 

An occasional complaint from drouth is 
heard and onco In a while there is a sec¬ 
tion which has hod too much rain. As a 
rule the moisture was well distributed and 
highly l)cnf>flclal. Central Texas seems to 
fear too much rain, as tho plant has been 
stimulated to a very rapid growth by 
tin# hot weather and showers of ten days 
now Just past. 

Blooms are reported from all sections. 
The plant has a thrifty appearance and 
looks stocky. Cultivation Is well advanced 
except In a few sections In the West, 
where some recent abandonment Is retri¬ 
ed for lack of cultivation. In the earlier 
parts of the belt the plant Is fruiting well. 
The farm sentiment Is decidedly more 
hopeful, though no reports indicate a full 
crop.

longing to the United States and no oth¬ 
ers. shall be employed in the transporta¬ 
tion by sea of coal, provisions, fodder or

Thus the Government of the United 
States may be protected from extor¬ 
tion whenever the President decides 
that a proper case has arisen. This 
reasonable protection for the Govern¬ 
ment is not extended to private citizens. 
The Government holds them while mo¬ 
nopolies go through their pockets. This 
is facetiously called protection. The 
Government may protect itself, but pri¬ 
vate citizens are adjudged to have no 
rights that monopolists are bound to 
respect. So Mr. Harriman, if he really 
entertained the idea, will not ship coal 
to California in foreign vessels. 


“Business." 

Saturday Evening. July 13.—The New 
York stock market was very dull to-day 
until the appearanoe of the bank state¬ 
ment. which proved to be decidedly bet¬ 
ter than expected, when it became active 
and scored material gains. However, to¬ 
day's Anal figures, compared with those 
of a week ago. show Iosbcs running u p,^ in 
many cases, to over a point. Tb© market 
declined rather sharply early In the week, 
but developed a better tone yesterday. The 
xnony situation appears to be the ctoef 
drawback to a bull campaign and the 
rather tight condition of the money mar¬ 
ket early In the week seemed to dis¬ 
courage those working for higher prices. 
Then the public remain indifferent and 
the continued activities of the Govern¬ 
ment In investigating the oonduct of rail¬ 
road and corporations affairs and the 
bringing of proceedings aguJnst them are 
obstacles hard for those disposed to work 
for better prices to overcome. The new 
tack of the Government in asking that re¬ 
ceivers be appointed to run the alleged of¬ 
fending corporatism® until they shall bavo 
been straightened out according to law 
Is a phase In the situation that will make 
for caution on the part of investors until 
It Is disposed of. The money market is 
for from satisfactory. The reserves of 
the New York banks are extremely low 
for this season of the year and gold con¬ 
tinues to be shipped out of the country. 
Millions of dollars of securities remain 
to be absorbed and many concerns are 
only awaiting the sign of & Httie relief In 
the situation to raise money to expand 
their business. With money so actively 
employed at high rate* it Is hard work 
attracting it to stock markets. In a week 
or two the requirements for crop moving 
will begin to be felt, and until the extent 
of these requirements can be approxi¬ 
mated and their efforts on the situation 
gauged little hope is entertained of a bull 
market Improved prospects for crops 
caused an easier tendency In groin mar¬ 
kets during the week and week-end price* 
are lower in most markets. While the 
Government report Indicates a wheat crop 
below last year's by 100,000.00) bushels, the 
crop will be better than was Indicated 
some weeks ago. and with the large 
amount of wheat In farmers* hands the 
prospects are that the railroads will have 
the average amount to haul, and with the 
good prices prevailing* here appears little 
to be feared from this year s shortage. 
While com Is backward, there Is a large 
acreage and favorable weather may re¬ 
sult in a bumper yitfd. The cotton mar¬ 
ket ruled easier under the influence of 
favorable weather. 

Every week Is adding strength to the 
business situation. Signs of recession are 
entirely lacking. Thero is not the cus¬ 
tomary complaint of midsummer dullness 
in general trade channels, says Dun’s Re¬ 
view. while the demand for seasonable 
fabric* is rapidly depleting stock* that 
threatened to be carried ov^r. Crop* are 
growing splendidly and In some sections 
are now less than two week* behind the 
normal. Railroad earnings continue to 
make a remarkable showing. No hesita¬ 
tion In business is reflected in bank clear¬ 
ing*, the total of the leading dtlee ah Div¬ 
ing a substantial gain this week over tho 
corresponding week of last y«mr. Busi¬ 
ness In the South, the West and the 
Middle West is booming, with more fear 
of a scarcity of labor than of order*. 

Louisville bank clearing* for the week 
show a heavily increased volume of 
transactions over the corresponding week 
a year ago. The movement In leading 
lines of merchandise 1* very satisfactory. 
Advance fall orders in dry goods show a 
substantial increase over lost year, and 
the same Is true of some other line*. 
There Is a good demand for money. 

The Government's Bights. 

Mr. Harriman, along with many oth¬ 
er ambitious projects, was reported to 
have decided to send oool to California 
In foreign vessels. If ho said It at all 
it was because of the statement that 
the Government had decided to do so, 
and he saw no reason why ho might 
not as well do it as the Government. 

We have two grd&t classes of trade, 
or of transportation, one of which Is 
the foreign trade, from which foreign 
vessels cannot well be debarred. In the 
first place we have not ships enough 
to carry all our goods. Even If wo 
had we could not shut out foreign ves¬ 
sels from our ports without provoking 
retaliation and getting our vossoIb shut 
out «of foreign ports. The other sort 
of trade Is called the coasting trade, 
though that expression la no longer 
very descriptive. It applies to goods 
carried from ono port of the United 
States to another, wherever situated. 
Now the coasting trade Is absolutely 
confined to United States vowels. That 
is the general rule, but there may 1 be 
occasional exceptions. The proposition 
to apply If to the Philippines has been 
rr.ade, and postponed on account of a 
lack of vessels. There is another ex 
< option, which Is thus sc t *>«*t in an 
fc.Lt passed by the Fifty :‘ath Con- 

grr**:

The Hague Conference. 

So far as the social features of The 
Hague conference are concerned, the 

meeting of the delegates from forty- 
flve countries, representing nearly the 
whole civilized world, gives every indi¬ 
cation of success. The summer climate 
of The Hague is ideal, the hospdtattty 
of the Queen of Holland and her con¬ 
sort and the people of wealth or high 
social position is profuse, and the In¬ 
terchange of social amenities In the 
way of dinners, receptions and other 
entertainments gives to the city and 
the visiting delegations more the as¬ 
pect of a resort for recreation and 
pleasure than for the staid deliberation 
of a World’s Congress assembled for 
the consideration of the grave prob¬ 
lems which have brought them togeth¬ 
er. In point of fact, although to-day 
marks the beginning of the second 
month since the conference assembled, 
there h*u> been but little of discussion, 
and very few meetings of the congress, 
as a body, haw taken place, the delib¬ 
erations being restricted chiefly to the 
member of the various committees and 
the discussions confined to the specific 
subjects assigned them. 

Of course. It is contemplated that 
when the oommlttees shall have duly 
considered the questions before them, 
they wl41 be reported to the congress 
as a whole and action taken according 
to the judgment of that body under the 
rules governing the sessions. The 
condition of affairs has led to a pessi¬ 
mistic feeling of general prevalence in 
regard to the ultimate action of the 
conference. But it does not necessarily 
imply ultimate failure in the attain¬ 
ment of the main objects of the meet¬ 
ing. Similar forebodings prevailed at 
the first conference, held in 1899. An¬ 
dre w D. White, president of the United 
States delegation, describing the situa¬ 
tion In his autobiography, presents \*6ry 
much the same conditions in the early 
stag** of that meeting, which extend¬ 
ed through ninety days. The seme so¬ 
cial spirit prevailed, and ww* the means 
of bringing the delegates, from such 
widely separated countries, into rela¬ 
tions favorable for harmonious action. 
Referring to the accommodations for 
the delegates, after describing the hall 
In which they met, ajvd Its convenient 
and tasteful arrangements, he says: 
"Upstairs is a dining hall, In which the 
Dutch Government serves, every work¬ 
ing day. a most bounteous lunch to us 
all. and at this there is much oppor¬ 
tunity for Informal discussion.” In a 
later reference to the dally routine he 
says: "In addition to the strict du¬ 
ties of the conference, there is, of 
course, a mass of social business, with 
no end of visits, calls and special meet¬ 
ings, to say nothing of social functions, 
on a large scale, at the houses of sun¬ 
dry Ministers and officials, but these, 
of course, have their practical uses.” 

It was difficult then to bring the dele¬ 
gates Into that co-relation necessary 
for the transaction of business in such 
a novel field. There were then repre¬ 
sentatives from but twenty-two coun¬ 
tries and fct is not a matter of surprise 
that with twice the number, now rep¬ 
resented. It should require more time to 
reach practical results. Referring to 
the prevalent feeling at the opening 
of the first conference, Mr. White, in 
speaking of a reception given by John- 
keer Kambeck, a leading delegate to 
the conference from the Netherlands, 
says: "It was very brilliant and I made 
many Interesting acquaintances, but, 
probably since the world began never 
has so large a body come together In 
a spirit of more hopeless skepticism as 
to any good results." But. In course 
of time, after grave doubt was felt as 
to any practical action of value by the 
conference, the meeting proved a suc¬ 
cessful one in establishing its main ob- 
Jeot—the principle of arbitration— 
so practically organized as to have 
yielded valuable results In the settle¬ 
ment of rnohy International differences. 

At present the Indications are that the 
action of the present conference may not 
extend any further than theperfectlonof 
tho details for a more complete system of 
arbitration through provision of a per¬ 
manent international court. But, If it 
does no more than that. It will have 
rendered valuable service. The two 
tentative questions -which have form¬ 
ed subjects of Informal discussion out¬ 
side the Congress, the reduction of 
armaments and the exemption of neutral 
ships and cargoes from capture in time 
of war, have already developed so much 
opposition from some of the strongest 
Powers that nothing may be effected 
in regard to them. But If the main 
idea of arbitration for the adjustment 
of international questions and the pre¬ 
vention of wars should be perfected by 
all necessary provision and other qi*es-. 
tions of less moment but of prac¬ 
tical use be equally well adjust¬ 
ed, it may bring about such conditions 
of International accord as in time may- 
lead to satisfactory adjustment of these 
greater questions in regard to which 
so much jealous feeling Is now enter¬ 
tained. We must not expect that with 
such brief opportunity for educating 


the world Into the practical elimina¬ 
tion of war as a means of maintaining 
the real or fancied rights of a nation, 
tho desired end can be attained in such 
brief time anf with such little discus¬ 
sion. 


Senator Morgan's Letter. 

There Is an Impressive eloquence in 
that letter from the late Senator Mor¬ 
gan to Representative Burleson touch¬ 
ing on isthmian canal matters and now- 
made public, five weeks after the Sena¬ 
tor’s death. It bings to mind the pic¬ 
ture of the "noble Roman" fighting for 
the right as he saw it and condemning 
the works of the Panama manipulators 
with all the energy of his spirit and or¬ 
atory. Courageous and unconquered to 
the last, it seems that in his letter we 
hear him keeping up the battle In spite 
of death. His words testify once more 
to Ills faith In his position and his con¬ 
fidence In tho ultimate vindication of 
that position. He fait that the "superfi¬ 
cial notions" of the President would 
sooner or later be exposed to all peo¬ 
ple. 

In one part of his letter the lamented 
Senator suggested some circumstances 
which were not familiar to the public 
mind. Ho wrote that the Bahia location 

was abandoned after the Spooner law 
had adopted it because Wallace ascer¬ 
tained that the borings made by the 
Walker commission wore at least mis¬ 
leading and that location was impos¬ 
sible." His further statement that 
Wallace was driven from his office "for 
expressing this terrible mistake" pre¬ 
sents something new. It reveals a fresh 
animus for the sensational episode 
wherein Secretary Taft angrily de¬ 
manded Mr. Wallace’s Instant resigna¬ 
tion as the Chief Engineer. It was sup¬ 
posed at the time to have been pro¬ 
voked by Mr. Wallace’s expressed de¬ 
sire to accept another employment: 
also by Mr. Wallace’s unwelcomed pro¬ 
tests against the continual meddling of 
William Nelson Cromwell, the ubi¬ 
quitous Pooh Rnh of the whole canal 
question. Do we learn In Senator Mor¬ 
gan's letter the real secret of the inci¬ 
dent? 

But Mr. Wallace, we are informed by 
the letter, was not the only one. We 
quote: 

"The Gatun darn was adopted by Ste¬ 
vens, on even less definite knowledge of 
the underlying conditions and forced upon 
Congress by the direct demand of the 
President In an official message. Addi¬ 
tional borings made since the Gatun nlte 
was adopted by Congress have evidently 
alarmed Btovens and Shouts, and they re¬ 
tired In fright from the battle. Time 
will prove, If you have not already prov¬ 
en, that I am right in this solution of 
this hegtra of the great bosses. 

"Digging pits and tether boring are 
still going on at Gatun, and TY*rt lias 
gone to Panama to inspect them. This 
i» how near the Government is to a sufc 
foundation for these enormous outlays, 
already expended. The plan is. in fact 
more in doifbt than it was three years 
ago. I will not discuss a plan, or plans, 
that may be practical. I dki that in re¬ 
ports and speeches I mode In the Senate 
that produced no effect, and may never 
do so." 

So Stevens and Shonts went their 
way, too, largely because of the same 
mistake which they found would make 
questionable their chances of perfect¬ 
ing the canal? More light! 

Under the circumstances there need 
be little wonder at Senator Morgan’s 
disgust over the fact that Congress 
should permit three years to pass with 
an expenditure of I130.000.000 without 
any real assurance that a safe plan had 
been agreed upon for the canal, by our 
engineers, or at his remark that such 
a situation "la a matter of serious na¬ 
tional concern." 

There is rather a delightful note of 
irony In the Senator's remark that 
"Roosevelt’s plan is to 'make the dirt 
fly’ through the presidential campaign 
of 1908 and to fill the eyes of the people 
with It until they cannot discern the 
real situation," and that if the people 
are prudent they "will take the canal 
Into their own hands by electing a Pres¬ 
ident who will have someone else to 
serve besides himself and a selected 
combination." There is striking humor, 
too, lurking in the allusion to the com¬ 
mon demand that the "superficial no¬ 
tions" of the President "should prevail 
against common sense; I think I may 
justly add common honesty." 

Ben&tor Morgan wrote the letter to 
thank Mrr. Burleson for a frank state¬ 
ment concerning the canal which the 
latter had made after returning from a 
trip of Investigation to the Isthmus. Mr.

Senator Morgan was an honest 
man, If ever there lived one, and he 
was a patriot through and through. 
More w*oriderful things have happened 
than Would be his vindication by future 
events.

So the gypsy moth is to be treated 
with other moths, or insects, which are 
cailed parasites. Dr. Howard hJS been 
abroad, visiting among other countries 
Russia, which he calls the native home 
of the gypsy and brown-tail moths. 
There they always haw the moths, but 
they are not annoyed by them, as the 
parasites always appear after a severe 
outbreak to take them down. The 
parasites grow with the moth*. 

Twenty scientific men in Europe and 
two paid agents are lending their 
assistance to send parasites to Massa¬ 
chusetts to feed on the moths. At Kiev 
a garden is loaded, wherein to watch 
the growth of parasites, and at the 
right season to ship them to Boston. 
At Kishlneff the services of a scientific 
man have 'been secured to send para¬ 
sites. Similar arrangement® have been 
made in the Crimea, at Vienna and in 
other place*. Of the twenty kinds of 
parasites imported last year, six have 
taken hold in Massachusetts, and are 
doing good work. Their work is yet on 
a small scale, for they must spread 
and multiply before they wiLI be ade¬ 
quate U> cope with the situation. 

There is some fear that the theory 
set out in the doggerel%bovc quoted 
may work to interfere with the pro¬ 
gramme outlined. In other words, it 
8 feared that secondary parasites will 
be developed to prey upon the import¬ 
ed Insects, and that they will thus be 
prevented from destroying the gypsy 
moths. Dr. Howard doe* not think, 
however, that this danger is great. 
While he does not expect that J;e 
gypsy moths will be exterminated, he 
believes t’hat the number will be so 
reduced by their natural enemies that 
they will cease to be a nuisance. This 
opinion is largely based upon what he 
Observed and learned while in Europe 
of the success that has attended the 
scheme of treating moths by parasite*. 

From all this we may infer that the 
parasite also ha* dts place and Its use¬ 
fulness in the economy of nature, Per- 
h^s also the human parasite has his 
uses, though nobody has yet been able 
to dlscov/r them. 


Horse Cars In New York. 

The New York Press urges the Public 
Service Commission, with a lusty 
voice, to order the substitution of elec¬ 
tricity for horsepower upon several 
car line* In New York. The Metro¬ 
politan Company, in anticipation of an 
order compelling it to make the change, 
ha* abandoned horse cars upon two 
crosstown hues, and the Press demands 
further departures from archaic meth¬ 
ods. 

The existence of horse car lines in 
the first American city, in the Twen¬ 
tieth century’, ctan but be a source of 
wonderment to natives from newer sec¬ 
tions of the United States. The resi¬ 
dent of Oklahoma City, for instance, is 
surprised when, upon leaving a ferry 
upon the east shore of North river he 
must choose between a cab and a horse 
car instead of the electric car and the 
electric harusom which await the visitor 
to his "home town," where Indians 
pitched their tepees eighteen years ago. 

New York, with her subway, nor 
White Way and her many fascinating 
ways, is a source of varied rainbow', 
tinted Joys bo the provincial as long as 
hi* purse 1* not too flfit or his head too 
swollen to admit of his continuing to 
Investigate new fields of adventure or 
retrace his step* |n old familiar ones. 
But the plodding horse cars of the 
metropolis cause Homeric laughter 
when they burst upon the amazed 
vkfion of the -man who comes out of the 
West, where cities have sprung from 
the prairies in tho twinkling of an eye 
and the turf trodden by the aboriginal 
bison is yet unturned by the plow. 

The stages that ply sleepily up and 
down Fifth avenue are as pleasing to 
the Westerner as the old stag* coach 
In the W1M West show Is to the New 
Yorker. He patronizes them as freely 
as he doew the scenic railway, the loop 
and the bumps, when he Is going no¬ 
where in particular and Is In no hurry to 
get there, but wants to ride for the nvre 
pleasure of riding But the horse car, 
as a practical public conveyance, causes 
the Westerner to chuckle audibly when 
he behold* it drifting slowly along in 
the middle distance, and to grin very 
dryly, indeed, when he 1* forced to 
make use ^f it because It Is upon the 
shortest line between two point*.

OLD FUSIONISTS IN SADDLE. 


The Republican Campaign Commit¬ 
tee, consisting of Col. Albert Scott, 
chairman; John Wood and A. 8. Ben¬ 
nett, selected Saturday, will likely meet 
at the Louisville Hotel this afternoon 
and formulate pin ns for the approach¬ 
ing campaign. The main thing In the 
meeting to-day will be the fixing of the 
dute on which the State campaign will 
be opened by Augustus E. Willson, 
nominee for Governor. Mr. Willson ha* 
announced that he will make his first 
speech at oMaysvtlle. hte native city, 
and thoreswter he wonts to tour the 
mountain district of the State. Mr. 
Willson will likely meet with the com¬ 
mittee to-day and signify his wishes 
in regard to the matter. 

Following the date at Maysvllle, a 
number of speaking appointments will 
be announced for the nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor in the eastern and southeastern 
part of the State.

GENUINE ARTICLE PROTECTED 


Washington, July 14.—[Special.]— 
The animal husbandry of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has recently col¬ 
lected Information regarding the rela¬ 
tive proportions of tho two sexe* of 
pigs at birth with quite Interesting 
results. Reports were received from 
eighty-two breeders In twenty-three 
StAtes. Eight breeds were represented. 

The number of sows 1 whose litters 
were reported were 1.477. The num¬ 
ber of boar pigs was 6.860; the number 
of sows was 6,625, and the total 13.285. 
The average per sow' was as follow*: 
Boars. 4.51; sows, 4.48; total, 8.99. The 
figures are mainly for Utters farrowed 
during 1906. In forty-nine cases, second 
litters during the year were reported 
for the same sows, which somewhat 
raises the average per wow. Boars are 
seen to be slightly more numerous than 
sows, but for all practical burpoeea the 
sexes may be regarded a* equal at 
birth. The relative proportion was found 
to be 1,005 boars to 1.000 sows. Ex¬ 
pressed In another way, the proportion 
J* 100.53 boars to 100 sows, which in 
lowest terms of whole figures is 201 
boars to 200 sows.

Maple Syrup Ruling. 

Maple syrup manufacturers will have 
to go into details on their labels un¬ 
der a ruling of the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture. which will fully protect the 
genuine article. The terms "maple 
sugar" and "maple syrup" may also be 
used on the label as part of the name 
when those substances are present In 
substantial quantities as ingredients. 
They should not appear on the label as 
part of the name when only a small 
quantity of these substances is used to 
give a maple flavor to the product. A 
cane syrup containing only enough 
maple syrup or maple sugar to give 
a maple flavor 1* properly labeled as 
"cane syrup, maple flavor*’ or “cine 
syrun flavored with maple." 

Whenever it la necessary to declare 
cane sugar (sucrose) on a label It 
should be declared as cane sugar and 
not as white sugar.

In speaking of “A Growing Spirit of 
Church Unity” from the pulpit last 
night, the Rev. W. B. Beauchamp, pas¬ 
tor of the Fourrb-avenuo Methodist 
Episcopal church. South, said that all 
churches, regardless of denomination, 
were one In purpose and that It was 
not nece ss a ry for all disciples of Christ 
to be under one form of church gov¬ 
ernment or In one denomination. Ho 
said that the unity of purpose of all 
Christians brought them close together 
and that "men are one in Christ be¬ 
cause they are filled with the some sp r¬ 
it with which Christ was filled.'* 

"The past twenty-five years has 
brought a larger Christian fellowship.” 
said the Rev. Mr. Beauchamp, "and 
where before there was strife between 
different denominations now there is 
a feeling of Christian fellowship. The 
differences in church government are 
merely of human origin and It is only 
in the magnifying of these differences 
that thf? various church denominations 
become separated and grow farther 
apart." 

The thought throughout the sermon 
was that It was not necessary for the 
union of all denominations in order to 
establish church unity, but merely for 
the unity of spirit. 

"No one ever believed that the ’free 
will’ Methodists and the Presbyterian 
Church, believing In predestination, 
would ever become united under one 
form of church government, but that 
has been done In Canada, and in this 
country the Congregational Church and 
the Protestant Methodist Church have 
united. I look for the^ time to come." 
added the minister. “When all the va¬ 
rious Methodist churches shall become 
one. Many other unions might ad¬ 
vance the work of the church, too." 

The fact that many churchmen mag¬ 
nify the differences which exist between 
the various denominations and do not 
think of the things which the churches 
have in common keeps many churches 
apart and prevents them from accom¬ 
plishing the work which is set for them 
to do, according to the Rev. Mr. Beau¬ 
champ. No such thing as what form 
of church government should be adopt¬ 
ed Is mentioned in the New. Testament, 
said the minister, and church govern¬ 
ment Is in itself of human institution. 
The various forms of church govern¬ 
ment tend to separate Christians in 
their work and but for the purpose 
back of all church work there would bo 
absolutely no unity aMong the disciples 
of Christ. ^ 

"If all denominations were to unite 
to-night.” sa.i(I Mr. Beauchamp, “some 
would draw out by to-morrow and form

when it comes to charity work In the’ 
larger cities ail the various churches 
unite and this practical work brings the 
churches closer together, makes them 
more of a unit, and through such work 
they become one.”

FAIRLY WELL. 


NEW CAPITAL IN THE FIELD. 


Lexington, Ky.. July 14.—[Special. }— 
iSotwlthatiUidins live fact that th© m*'i- 
summer season, usually brings a state 
cf lethargy In the oil fields, develop¬ 
ments In the Kentucky divisions during 
the punt few days are well up to the 
average maintained earlier tn the sea¬ 
son. Lately somo trouble has been en¬ 
countered because of the prevailing 
drought, completions being delayed In 
several instances by a dUSieulty expe¬ 
rienced In getting a watir suu^y for 
drilling purposes, smaller sliv& es¬ 
pecially In the lower end. havlW gone 
dry. It is not unusual to ®ee an op¬ 
erator hauling water for a distapce of 
four inllcs. and some delay In drilling 
is natural. The copious ralus the lat¬ 
ter port of the week In the larger Helds 
will overcome this feature. 

In upper Kentucky new capital Is be¬ 
hind, much new work that is being 
started. Kentucky capitalists durlig 
thfc past few weeks have secured 5.000 
acres of undeveloped territory In Meni¬ 
fee county and will drill for both oil 
and gas. Many gas wells have already 
been drilled* but the county does not 
show up in oil resources very favorably. 
A number of holes will bo started by 
the new operators. Klgs are now' at 
work in Mencfee county lu furthering 
the extension of the natural gas bolt. 
Morgan county Is also coming in fqr 
some work of this nature, and recently 
drills were planted 111 the Dry Oak sec¬ 
tion of Estlil for a test for oil. The 
shallow sand wells of Kstlll continue 
producing. In refutation of the opinions 
expressed when the field was In the 
initial era of development that the shal¬ 
low wells would be short-lived.

Test Work in Wayne. 


In lower Kentucky work of a test na¬ 
ture seome to bo centered in the newer 
divisions of Wayne and In Clinton 
county. Further to the west Logan 
county Is creating some Interest among 
operators, several of whom have- se¬ 
cured holdings and now have wells In 
pr.>oe«s of drilling. It Is announced 
that In the near future a test will be 
started In upper Whitley, near Corbin, 
where drilling wa« carried c& but with¬ 
out success, four years ago. 

No completions of t£e gusher class 
have been made lately, but several 
strikes of good average caliber have 
come In. Wayne county work resulted 
In two good strikes, one in the Stubena- 
vllle division and one In the Parmleys^ 
villa field. Loch will average thirty 
barrels dally. Now rigs continue to te 
erected, and there is no dlmunttion In 
interest in teet work. Two effort? have 
been started at Mt. Ptsguh recently, 
while the old Kinking creek division is 
the scene of some new ventures. The 
chances of extending production in sev¬ 
eral of these districts have been con¬ 
siderably enhanced by developments 
this summer, and now' that extensions 
In some Instances have been mode, even 
those holding territory somewhat re¬ 
mote from present operations are hope¬ 
ful that the producing formation may 
be extended In their direction.

Production Largely ifc. Excess of the 
/ Demand. 

Toledo, O., July 14.—[Special.]—Tho 
proposition that confronts the oil trade 
at the present time Is w*hat is to be 
done with the large and growing pro¬ 
duction. of crude oil The United States 
is now* producing better than 500.000 
barrels of crude a day, and has a mar¬ 
ket for k*ss than 250.000 barrels, or half 
of the production. In the foreign coun 
tries the total dally production is es¬ 
timated by good and reliable authority 
at 400,000 barrels, making a total daily 
production of crude oil all over the 
world of nearly LOOO.OOO barrels a day, 
with a consumption for something like 
half that amount, the balance being put 
into storage. According to the Derrick 
figures, June showed a completion of 
nearly 2.000 wells. which were disLrlb-

ARGUMENTS ON BOTH SITES OF 
\ QUESTION ADDUCED. 


MANY PLANTS INVESTIGATED. 


New York. July 14.—Tho experts act¬ 
ing for the National Civtc Federation 
Municipal Ownership Commission have 
completed their report, uud a critical 
review of tho results of their cxapilna- 
tions in the United States was made 
public to-day by the commission. This 
review is by a committee of four ap¬ 
pointed by the commission. Two of the 
writers, Walton Clark, vice president of 
the United Gas Improvement Company, 
of Philadelphia, and Charles L. Edgar, 
president of the Edison Electric and 
Illuminating Company, of Boston, criti¬ 
cise severely the municipal plants ex¬ 
amined, while two Other writers. Prof. 
Frank Parsons, of Boston, president of 
the National Public Ownership League, 
and Edward W. Bemls, superintendent 
of the Cleveland (O.) waterworks, find 
much to favor in, municipal plants 
which were Investigated. Separate re¬ 
views of British municipalities will be 
made public later. 

Mesars. Clark and Edgar concur In 
the statement that the inquiry of the 
committee, both from the standpoint of 
British and American experience, more 
especially the hater, luis shown that 
"where municipal ownership has been 
removed from the realm of philosophic 
discussion and put to th© teat of actual 
experience It has failed Inglorloualy." 
The belief is expressed by these gentle¬ 
men that the "few enthusiasts, who still 
advocate municipal ownership "will 
soon be convinced by the logic of 
events, and turning their energies to 
other things will through them realize 
their ambitions of usefulness to their 
fellows."

Prof. Parsons and Mt. Demis. on the 
other hand, take a most hopeful view 
as to municipalization, declaring that 
tho failures of municipal ownership or* 
insignificant compared to the failures of 
private ownership, either in number or 
importance. "It is not public owner¬ 
ship, but private ownership." Prof. 
Pursona says, "that Is responsible for 
our periodic crises and the ruin of our 
industrial." As to the fltnesri of Amer¬ 
ican cities to manage business affairs, 
many uf them, he says, have clearly 
proved their fitness, and the rest can bo 
made fit. "It la not Impossible." he 
adds, "that tho elimination of tho pub¬ 
lic service corporations through public 
ownership Is one of tho things that 
would do more to help along the pro¬ 
cess of making our cities fit." Mr. Be- 
tnls believes that the greatest reason 
for the strength of municipal owner¬ 
ship lies In tho relations of the public 
servico corporations with the State and 
local governments, which relation* he 
declares are destructive of political 
purity, democracy and free institutions. 
In this same connection Mr. Edgar and 
Mr. Clurk take the view that the evil 
of building up political machines with 
city employes as a basis exists now to 
a degree in American municipalities 
and that the disastrous effects would be 
much greater if the many gas, electrical 
and street railway employes were added 
to the present number of city office¬ 
holders,

Roanoke, Vu., July 14.—Roanoke is 
quiet to-day after four hours of rioting 
lust n4ghf. when a m©b wrecked nine 
Greek restaurants, three Greek ahoe- 
shlne parlors and two Syrian shops. 
The riot was caused by a dispute about 
five cents between a Greek employed 
in the Beimom Greek restaurant on 
Salmi avenue, and an American who 
went there to buy a sandwich. 

Seven pUct© wero wrecked on Sa¬ 
lem avenue, three on Jefferson utr«rt, 
one on Nelson street and ono on Rail¬ 
road avenue. Five men have been ar¬ 
rested and lodged in Jail, and one of 
them has been released on $250 ball for 
his appearance at the hearing of tho 
case In the Police Court next Thurs¬ 
day. None of the Greeks ia under ar¬ 
rest. At aU of t<bo wrecked places to¬ 
day the proprietors set to work deal¬ 
ing out the debris to be ready to re¬ 
sume business. The Greeks have em¬ 
ployed counsel to look after their Inter¬ 
ests and have already called attention 
of the Greek Consul to thJs country 
to the affair. 


Prof. Parsons expresses tho convic¬ 
tion that municipal ownership would 
develop a higher class of municipal ad¬ 
ministrators. He denies that public 
ownership would destroy individual in¬ 
itiative. and says that "a Gladstone ot 
a Koosewelt can find as much room for 
individual Initiative ifi the service of 
the people us the president of a street 
railway or lighting system can find In 
the service of his company." 

The reports review ed by Messrs. Clark 
and Edgar on th© one side and Messrs. 
Parsons and Bemls on the other ag¬ 
gregate almost one million words and 
were made to the Public Ownership 
Commission of the National Civic Fed¬ 
eration by technical experts, engineers, 
accountants and statistIclans who visit¬ 
ed and thoroughly Inquired Into pre¬ 
vailing conditions In a large number of 
public and private enterprises in the 
United States an d Great Britain.

Now York. July 14.—The weak Just 
p«*t was marked by the occurrence of 
several events In conjunction which 
constituted something like a crisis in 
financial affairs, and the consequence 
was an upset of the organized specula¬ 
tive movement for a rise In prices and 
R sharp reaction. This movement was 
entered upon previous to the July 1 set¬ 
tlements. and had the encouraging cir¬ 
cumstances to go on that the supply 
of stocks In the market for some time 
previously had be*n very scanty; that 
professional operations to force lower 
prioes had met little success. It was 
also hop«d that with the disbursement 
of an unprecedented sum in dividends 
Rnd Interest In July, the long dormant 
investment demand would revive, and 
a medium be afforded for the digestion 
of speculative profits. 

The market campaign was conducted 
In a flamboyant style, and by methods 
of newspaper advertising, which kept It 
open to suspicion of artificial manipu¬ 
lation to lift prices In the mnrket. The 
Incident of the failure of the New York 
City bond offering previous to the tlrst 
of July dashed the confldence In the 
e3rly awakening of Investment demand. 
The convergence of some extraordinary 
demands on the money market during 
tl*e second week of July also gave 
warning of difficulties to be encountered 
in the carrying out In the speculative 
campaign. These warnings were dis¬ 
regarded, however, and the market op¬ 
erations for the support and advance¬ 
ment of prices were carried on up to 
the very threshold of the requirements 
of July 10 on banking resources. At 
that point there was an abrupt relapse 
which served to dash the speculative 
Interest in the market and to throw 
it back to a condition of dullness and 
feublc and uncertain fluctuations. While 
the meeting of the July 10 requirements 
hud this unsettling effect on the mar¬ 
ket commitments, previously made, the 
parsing of that date is viewed witii 
satisfaction.

The condition of the New York banka 
the previous week made It evident that 
the events of last week must strain 
the available resources. It was not 
& surprise that the matured Govern¬ 
ment bonds were 6 low in appearing for 
redemption, and. In fact, up to this tlmo 
loss than one-half of the $36,000,100 out¬ 
standing at the time of maturity have 
been presented for redemption. The 
withdrawal of $30,000,000 of Government 
deposits from the batiks on July 10 was 
only partly offset, therefore, by the 
redemption operation. This tardiness 
In bringing Into use so large a sum of 
available capital at a time of a prac¬ 
tical famine of capital and of onerous 
terms for use of money Is one of the 
anomolies of the present .financial sit¬ 
uation. 

The money difficulties were aggravat¬ 
ed by the resumption of the Paris de¬ 
mand on New' York for gold, which 
resulted In the shipment during the 
week of $2,750,000 to that point. The 
further extent to which this movement 
might go is a matter of concern. In 
view of the present banking position In 
New’ York. If it be the purpose of the 
Bank of France to re-establish Us con¬ 
dition to the average of recent years, 
there Is a considerable margin of re¬ 
cuperation to be effected, compared 
with last year. Its gold holdings last 
week were stin $23,181,000 less than a 
year ago, while its loans were $61,157,000 
greater, and Its note Issue $35,000,000 
In excess of those of a year ago. The 
condition of the Bank of England like¬ 
wise compares unfavorably with that 
of a year ago. In view of crop short¬ 
age abroad, the groat foreign banks are 
looking forward to the necessity of 
large payments for foodstuffs Imported, 
and are anxious to fortify their re¬ 
serves in preparation. Foreign ex¬ 
change in New York was higher durinse 
the week. Rates for time loans in Now 
York have risen materially. 

Some agitation In the copper trade 
resulted from the marking down of the 
price some three cents a pound by the 
great producers, and the effect on thejl 
withheld demand for the metal Is 
studied with great interest. The plac¬ 
ing of'orders at the new prices is re¬ 
ported to be moderate, and some anxie¬ 
ty Is felt aa to the stability of the max. 
ket. 

The small success which attends the 
offerings of Union Pacific and Atchison 
convertible bonds to stockholders was 
accepted as significant of the still slug 
gish domand and of seamy supplies of 
capital for Investment. The element of 
distrust In the situation Is attributed 
in an Important degree to the renewed i 
measures against corporations, especial¬ 
ly the policy of applying for receivers 
for offending corporations, formulated 
by the Department of Justice in the 
ault against the American Tobacco 
combination. 

The knowledge that the findings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
on the Hardman inquiry were to bo 
published on Sunday caused fear that 
this feeling would be aggravated, al¬ 
though the character of the findings as 
published proves to have been accu¬ 
rately foretold. 

The recognition by the report of the 
force of the Abrogation of the traffic 
contract with the San Pedro and Los 
Angeles, the Salt Lake road and of the 
abandonment of the Joint control with 
the Rock Island of the Chicago and 
Alton eliminates from the scope of the 
action the two factors that were most 
tlreaded for effect on the stock market. 

The effect of the widespread discus¬ 
sion of Japanese relations cannot be left 
out of the list of influences In the mar¬ 
ket. The extreme dullness and sluggish¬ 
ness of the bond division is regarded 
as even more significant of the con¬ 
tinued lethargy of the investment de¬ 
mand than Is the stock market.

| they will receive their toward. Two 
large tents have been furnished by 
Col. Pennington, and an ample supply 
of provisions has been provided, 1. F. 
Whites Ides, of Louisville, donating 100 
loaves daily and more. If necessary, as 
long as the camp Is In operation. 

The boys living west of East fffxth 
street will assemble at 6 o'clock thin 
morning ut the City Hall, State and 
Spring streets, while those living east 
rf Sixth street will be at Silver street 
and Ekin avenue. They will be taken 
to the camp In conveyances to enter 
upon two weeks of a good time. Nearly 
200 boys have registered, and lt is safa 
to eay that all will be at the camp. 
They will spend the two weeks Ashing, 
swimming, hunting und in other di¬ 
versions. Two baseball clubs will be 
organized, and the urchins will enjoy 
themselves on the diamond. While Col. 
Pennington and Mr. Kraft will be in 
charge, they will be assisted by a?v- 
oral competent men, and every precau¬ 
tion will be taken to insure the safety 
of the campers. 

During its continuance, there will be 
scores of visitors from the city. Ad¬ 
dresses will be delivered by Judge W. 
C. Utz, Judge John M. Paris and the 
ministers of the various churches. 
Should the outing be a success lt will 
be repeated next year. 

Conduct Must Be Blameless. 

When the half dozen men of New' 
Albany had their sentences suspended, 
after being convicted and sentenced to 
the Indiana State prison, in the Floyd 
Circuit Court at that city a few weeks 
ago. they supposed tholr troubles would 
be practically at an end.

Condition of Former Crop Not Up to 
the Standard. 


Frankfort, Ky.. July 13.—(Special.]— 
Commissioner of Agriculture Hubert 
V reeland In his crop report Just issued, 
stars: 

The first half of the month of June was 
quite wet with raJn nearly every day 
Severe storms of wind and hall in some 
localities. Coni pluntlng, especially In 
lowlands. that was already late, was still 
further retarded by these excessive rains. 
The early-planted com suffered for cul¬ 
tivation and many fields became foul with 
grass and weedB. The latter half was al¬ 
most Ideal, and gave farmer** a splendid 
opportunity to get their wheat In the 
shock In good condition, and wage a war 
on the weeds that were rapidly taking 
tholr com fields. 

The ocreage of corn Is a little short of 
last year, owing largely to the unfavor¬ 
able weather that continued too late In 
the season for preparation of much of the 
low lands that would have been planted 
under favorable conditions. The condi¬ 
tion of the com crop is not up to the 
standard for the reasons stated, and that 
much bad seed was planted and failed to 
germinate, causing a great deal of re¬ 
planting and making the crop very Ir¬ 
regular. The wheat crop Improved ma¬ 
terially during the month, but will fall 
short of an average crop. While the 
yield will be less than an average, the 
berry promises to be. very fine. The pros- 

f ectlve yield is 16 per cent, lesn than the 
906 crop. Oats promise only about 
three-fourths of the 1906 crop. Many 
counties report the crop almost a failure, 
and only a few report a prospect for a 
full crop. Rye promises some better, but 
considerably below’ last year. Hemp is 
nearly up to last your In acreage and 
condition. Burley tobacco Is reported 10 
per cent, short of lust year In acreage, 
owing to scarcity of plants and labor. 
Much of this was planted late In June, 
and will depend largely upon a Into fall 
If lt makes a good yield. The dark dis¬ 
trict has fallen 28 per cent. In acreage for 
want of plants to set a full crop. Murh 
of this Is also late. Grasses are doing 
fairly well, considering the damage done 
by the army worm. The high price and 
scarcity of need cut the acreage of stock 
Potatoes promise a full crop. Tho

Preparations for celebrating the cen¬ 
tennial anniversary of the building 
of the first Methodist Episcopal church 
in Indiana are being completed at 
Charlestown, and the formal gathering 
will be held Sunday, August 18. It is 
expected hundreds of people will be 
present and In connection with the 
celebration there will be a basket meet¬ 
ing and theru will be no lack of good 
things to eat. The Rev. Levi Gilbert, 
of Cincinnati, editor of the Western 
Christian Advocate, has consented to 
make an address and it is likely u 
prominent Louisville preacher will be 
Invited to be present and talk. 

Bethel, as the old meeting-house Is 
known, was begun In August, 1807, and 
was the first attempt at building a 
church in Indiana. There was consid¬ 
erable of a settlement of Methodists 
In what was known as the Robertson 
neighborhood east of Charlestown and 
many camp meetings had been held in 
the magnificent grove there. This re¬ 
sulted In a congregation springing up 
and a decision being reached to build 
a house of •worship, which w’as done. 

For many years the building served 
as a church, and some of the most noted 
preachers of the day held services 
there. The camp meetings were noted 
for their attendance and the revival 
spirit that was displayed. Peter Cart¬ 
wright preached more than once In the 
log church and op several occasions in 
the woods nearby. Other noted divines 
held services at old Bethel before it 
began to go Into decay. Bethel was 
formerly in what was known as the 
Shelby, Ky., clrcutt, but Just previous 
to tho building of the church it went 
into Silver Creek circuit. 

Joseph Ashworth was given charge 
and at first there was preaching at 
Bethel every two weeks, but finally it 
became a three-weeks' circuit. Ash¬ 
worth remained in charge one year and 
the close of his services was marked 
by a monster camp meeting that was 
held In Robertson’s woods. William 
Burke, who afterward became a famous 
man In Cincinnati, was presiding elder 
and he was In attendance at the oamp 
meeting. 

Reformatory Methods Praised. 

As chairman of the Committee on 
Reformatory Methods, W. H. Whittak¬ 
er, general superintendent of the In¬ 
diana Reformatory in Jeffersonville, has 
begun the preparation of a paper that 
will be read before the annual meet¬ 
ing of the National Prison Association, 
which will begin a session of four days 
at Chicago on September 14. For the 
purpose of illustrating thoroughly that 
the work done at the Indluna Institu¬ 
tion is not a failure, but to the con¬ 
trary a success, Mr. Whittaker a few 
days ago began to send out letters to 
former Inmates of the Institution, both 
paroled luid discharged men, asking 
their unbiased opinion of what had been 
accomplished for them.
